Proposals 

The notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce 
No. S.O. 1022, dated the 2fith March, 1969 shall be amended as follows, namely:— 

(1) In table (C) of the Anncxure to the said notification, for the Grade 
Designation “DW or SSW”, the Grade Designation “DW” shall be 
substituted. 
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(11) la table (F) of the Annexure to the said notification, for the existing 
entries under the column ‘General characteristics’ appearing against 
the General Designations “DP, DSP, DB and DS”, the following entry 
shall respectively, be substituted, namely: — 

“Cashew Kernels shall have been obtained from shelling and peeling 
cashewnuts (Anacardium Occidentale) shall be reasonably dry and 
free from Insect damage and testa. The kernels may be deeply 
scroched and may have surface speckling and discolouration and 
may be brown, deep ivory or light to deep blue in colour. May be 
deformed and shrivelled due to immature nuts and may have spots’’.
